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The process which has been taking plece in Eastern Europe sinee the yeax 1945 
dees not stem from the internal situation in the individual countries tut is 
part of the struggle for world domination carried on by the Russian Commmnist 
noverent from the very beginning of ite existence. So too, the February events 
which took place in 1948 in Czechoslovakia vere pert of this plan, 


The Russian Commmist movement correctly gauges the overeaili tendency of Euro- 
pean development, which tends to the forn of esocialien whieh vould retesin the 
principles of human rights and a democratic way of life, Hitler was also Pally 
aware of this,and in the era of preparations and popularity of his movenent in 
Germany, he made use of the term and of cortain postulotes of socialism in order 
to seduce public ovinion in his country, So too the Commmist novement makes 
use of thie desire for progress which aims at the structural change o2 society 
into 2 socialistic order, It takes possession of the ideologies of socialism, 
democracy, and nationalisn, twists and distorts them, ond arranges them for its 
inperialistie uses, 


That is why internstional Conmmisn trust, first of all, settle with the movenen> 
which traditionally represents the ideas of socialisn and democracy and preserves 
ail the values of permanent European culture and whieh does act yearn for would 
deminetion but for the just efrangement of human soclety, Thig is ths omy wayr 
in which we can interpret the fact that the primary attack of the Comanisss ts 
directed asainst social democracy and the labor movenent and not egainst capital. 
ist, Fascism, ete, 


Tuat is why, in the strugele going on in Czechoslovakia, Czechoslovak Social 
Democracy has become the prime vietim, As far back as 1945, in Mesecav, and even 
during the ver, &@ carefully considered decision concerning cuch tactics wee 

taken, This is very evident from the fact that personelities who were not denoe 
crats. and who had never been people of consequence in the Social Demoerat sovenent 
were presented as leaders to the Social Democrats at home, These peopic had only 
one prerogative: they had bound themeelves to use the Czechoslovak Sseial Dems. 
cratic party as the central camp in which to gather those who were allercie te 
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Communism, This is confirmad the statement made in Moscow by the former

cratic party should enable those persons unwilling to join the Communist party 
te concentrate within its own ranks, 


People of this caliber were the ones who, as early as 1945, dotiverdd up to the 

Commnists all the key positions of the party, 1.0. the liquidation of the Social 

Democratic party in Slovakia, the Trade Unions movemant, the cnoperative novenent, 

the Youth organizations, the Workmen's Gymastiec Association, cooperative banking, 
- ete. All this took place contrary to the will of the members,nd as soon as the

In February, the duly elected Social Demoeratia party orgens carried a resolution
